Judge Rickm an was born in Eng­ 
land six ty-nine year ago on Decem ­ 
ber 22. 
A t the age of four years he 
cam e with his parents to A m erica— 
the land of the free and the hom e of 
the brave. 
Ho settled a t R ocoester, 
N. Y., and w hen In young m anhood 
traveled ex tensively, seeking a suit­ 
able location in w hich to pass the re­ 
m ainder of his life. 
In 1867 he set- 
tlod in Sedalia. 
For thirty years he was engaged in 
the butcher business, 
but 
a t 
tha t 
tim e, according to his own saying, 
there wore no trusts or m onopolies to 
control the prices. 
Tw ice Judge R ickm an was elected 
m ayor of Sedalia, and four consecu­ 
tiv e tim es he w'as elected alderm an. 
At the last county election ne w as 
eleeUid a justice of the peace to dis­ 
pense justice to the unfortunate. 
“Oh, justice, wheni dispelled from 
o the r abodes, m ake this tbv resting 
place,” 
is a sig n w hich 
m a de the 
judge renow ned. 
Shortly a fter 1 eing 
elected to office lie had these words 
painted on his o ffice windo w. The 
novelty of the ex pressio n ca used coni- 
tiient, favorable, of course, and since 
then the aged judge has been c ate r­ 
ing to the rkffi and poor alike In a 
uianuer tha t does cred it both to him- 
Keif and his constituents.

Seven People to Give Skin to Kansas 
• City Boy. 


New York, Dec. 20.—The lifeless 
bodies of Miss France.s Ritchie and 
her sister, Isabel Ritchie, were found 
Sunday in the kitchen of their home 
in Newark, N. J. 
One of the women 
had been stabbed throtigh the heart 
with a hatpin 
and 
strangled. 
The 
other was hanging by a rope, and she 
had been stabbed half a dozen times 
with the same kind of instrument. 
According to County I^ysician Mc­ 
Kenzie, the woman, both 
of 
whom 
w^ere about 55 years oln, had been 
dead for more than a week. The doc­ 
tor fixes the date from a note which 
was written on the cover of a white 
box found on the sideboard in the 
dining room. The note said: 
“Frances hung herself, 2'/^ Satur­ 
day. 
Me, too.” 
The authorities are trying to de­ 
termine whether it was a murder and 
suicide or a double suicide. 
As neither had been seen since De­ 
cember 
11, 
the 
county 
physician 
thinks it v/as a week ago Saturday 
when the double 
tragedy 
occurred. 
Frances, who was the 
older, 
was 
found lying on the kitchcm floor be 
tween a window looking into the yard 
and a door at tiie head of the cellar 
stairs. 
It looked as though her body had 
been arranged in that position. 
It 
rested upon the hack. v Hh the head 
on a pillow. The hands were clasped 
in front. 
There was a heavy ridge 
around the neck, showing that she 
had been strangled, and a hat pin 
penetrated the body to the heart. 
The body of Isabel, the other sis 
ter, w'as hanging to the knob of the 
door leading from the dining room 
into the kitchen. She hud 
made 
loop from a piece^ of vYeaiher-hea*ten 
clothes line, both ends cf which had

been wound and tied securely around 
the door-knob. 
She was in a kneel 
ing position, with her 
face 
toward 
the floor. 
A pair of gold rimmed eye 
glasses the woman had

still on her nose. 
The ow’ner of the house had been 
unable to get in since December 1 
to collect the rent, and yesterday no

According to the statutes regulat­ 
ing such awards, Parr will receive 
“not exceeding in amount one-half of 
the net proceeds.” which will moan in 
this case, if the claim is approved b y 
the 
treasury 
department, 
approxi­ 
mately $1,000,000. 
Mr. Loeb approved the claim only 
after a thorough investigation b y Har­ 
rison Osb orne, solicitor of the cus­ 
toms. 
He held that the claim was 
valid in that Parr, on Novemb er 20, 
19 07, discovered a steel spring which 
was used b y the company’s checkers 
to influence the weight of draiights 
on sugar adversely'. 
This laid b are the scheme 
de­ 
fraud, and it was due to the evidence 
ob tained as the consequence of the 
events of Novemb er 20 that tho jury 
ip the ci il suit against the cotnpany 


last spring gave a verdict of guilty, 
which was followed b y the paying of 
the penalty. $136,486.32 and the res­ 
titution of $2,000,000 following. 
Mr. Loeb could not b e seen las 
night. 
It was said at his house thaï, 
he had retired early and would not b e 
disturb ed. 
Parr is not the only claimant for 
the award. 
Ho has a serious rival in 
Edward I. Anderson, another ctis» oms 
employe, b ut the inference is that 
Parr will win out, for the treasury de 
partment has ratified practically ev­ 
ery" move of Mr. Loeb in the sugar 
scandals.
